UNITED  STATES  GOLD  COINS 
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Double  Eagles 

1850.  Closed  5 (knob  joined  to  vertical,  as  on  some  cents);  badly  cracked  re- 
verse die.  Better  than  Extremely  Fine,  considerable  original  lustre;  above 
average  but  not  completely  free  of  bag  marks.  Desirable  specimen  of  this 
popular  first  year. 

Earlier  die  state  of  Melish  866.  Also  comes  with  open  5;  cf.  lots  1687-8,  our  Fifty- 
Ihird  sale,  and  lots  1182-3  following.  A little  nicer  than  the  Stack-Straus  coin  n959 

N.Y.MeU-opohtanConvenUon  sale)  at  $120.00. 

1850  "O”.  Open  5.  Extremely  Fine. 

Mintage  141,000.  Compared  to  the  Carson  City  coins,  all  these  New  Orleans  dates 
are  grossly  undervalued.  This  nuntmark  not  in  Baldenhofer,  among  many  other  col- 
lectio^.  Neumoyer  s (1960  N.  Y.  Metropolitan  Convention  sale)  slept  at  $75.;  no  other 
records  recent  enough  to  mean  anything. 

1851.  Extremely  Fine,  much  mint  frost;  unusually  clean.  Rarely  seen  so. 

1852.  Thin  date.  Better  than  last  but  with  signs  of  obverse  cleaning. 

Also  comes  with  heavy  numerals,  and  with  date  double  cut.  (Cf.  lot  1189  fol- 
lowmg.)  ’ 

date.  Much  better  than  Ex.  Fine,  reverse  very  close  indeed  to  Unc  ■ 
brilliant,  and  with  far  fewer  bag  marks  than  usual  on  double  eagles  of  this 
period.  Much  rarer  than  the  mintage  suggests. 

The  last  one  we  auctioned,  from  other  dies,  brought  $130.00.  That  one  had  the 
base  m another  digit  between  53.  (Cf.  lot  1190,  following.)  One  other  is  known  show- 
ing a 2 under  the  3.  We  have  never  seen  a strictly  mint  example  of  this  date. 

1854.  Small  recut  date.  Same  grade  and  quality  as  last.  From  a distance  this 
would  easily  pass  as  Mint  State.  Decidedly  uncommon  so.  The  recut  date  is 
rare  but  unappreciated. 

Die  of  Melish  878,  which  was  only  Fine.  Date  punches  as  on  cents  and  halves. 

1854.  Large  date.  Very  Fine  or  better,  lustrous;  quite  clean.  Extremely  rare,  less 
than  half-a-dozen  known  or  reported  to  us.  Plate 

The  only  others  we  ever  had  brought  $82.50  apiece.  About  VF  and  VF  plus,  in  our 
Forty-Eighth  and  Forty-Ninth  sales,  when  early  gold  was  not  as  popular.  (Cf.  lot  1192, 
lollowing.)  Date  punches  as  on  silver  dollars. 


The  Extremely  Rare  18  54  "O"  Double  Eagle 

1854  “O".  Small  date  as  always.  Practically  full  original  sharpness,  considerable 
prooflike  surface,  but  extensively  though  not  seriously  bag  marked.  Reverse 
field  mark  where  something  was  left  in  die.  Of  extreme  rarity,  less  than  eight 
specimens  in  all  being  known  or  reported  to  us;  this  is  either  the  finest  or 
equal  to  the  finest.  Potentially  a four  figure  coin ! Plate 

Mintage  oi^y  3,250,  which  is  lower  than  1870  “CC”  and  one  of  the  three  lowest 
from  branch  mints.  Back  in  the  1920’s  when  Waldo  Newcomer  obtained  his,  only  one 
other  specimen  was  known— Atwater’s,  which  may  be  the  present  coin  (the  descrip- 
tions match  pretty  closely).  It  would  be  worse  than  useless  to  quote  the  few  ancient 
records  of  sale. 

1855.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  frosty  and  comparatively  clean.  The  only  mint 
state  one  we  have  ever  s^n  or  heard  of;  no  auction  records  in  this  grade. 

Mintage  364,666.  None  in  Baldenhofer  in  any  grade,  despite  the  unusual  com- 
pleteness of  that  collection.  Most  others  encountered  have  been  VF. 
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The  Excessively  Rare  18  56  “O"  Double  Eagle 

1856  "0”.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine,  very  sharp;  some  frost,  some  prooflike 
surface.  Lightly  bag  marked.  Though  price  records  so  far  have  not  indicated 
recognition  of  the  fact,  this  is  possibly  the  rarest  of  all  double  eagles  save  for 
1849,  1861  Paquet  and  1933,  only  five  specimens  being  known  to  us,  and 
this  is  the  SECOND  finest  of  them.  Plate 

Mintage  only  2,250.  The  other  four  are  in  the  Amon  Carter  (the  finest)  and  Elias- 
berg  collections,  together  with  Melish  888  and  the  miserable  cleaned  coin  in  one  of  our 
Numisma  auctions  some  years  ago.  Other  claimants  to  “rarest”  title  are  represented 
by  seven  or  more  specimens;  this  includes  all  the  proof-only  dates,  1854  “O”,  1870 
"CC”  and  1861  “S”  Paquet.  Of  the  extremely  high  relief  St.  Gaudens  — lately  quoted 
to  $25,000.  — we  can  trace  at  least  ten. 

1859.  Very  Fine  plus,  lightly  and  extensively  bag  marked.  Actually  rare;  a date 
to  watch ! 

Mintage  only  43,597.  Hardly  ever  comes  in  better  grade,  except  for  the  three  or 
four  proofs.  None  in  Baldenhofer. 

1861  “O”.  Similar  grade  to  last,  but  with  traces  of  prooflike  surface.  Rare.  Plate 

Same  dies  as  Clarke’s  (our  Forty-Seventh  sale,  lot  1421),  but  a much  earlier  im- 
pression from  them,  therefore  presumably  one  of  the  5,000  regularly  made  under  the 
federal  government. 

1867.  Much  better  than  Ex.  Fine,  much  original  mint  surface;  the  reverse  could 
almost  pass  for  Unc.  This  piece  probably  had  no  circulation  but  it  has  frater- 
nized in  a bag  far  too  long  to  qualify  as  mint  state.  Nevertheless  attractive 
and  rare. 

Mintage  251,015,  but  shows  up  very  seldom.  None  in  Baldenhofer  or  Melish. 

1869  "S”.  Many  letters  on  reverse  recut;  die  crack  through  tops.  Very  Fine, 
fairly  clean  but  rather  flatly  struck. 

Mintage  686,750.  Die  of  Melish  929. 

1870.  Similar  grade  to  the  1867,  a bit  nicer  if  anything — fewer  bag  marks.  The 
reverse  is  particularly  lovely.  Rare  and  infrequently  offered. 

Mintage  155,150.  Melish’s,  About  VF,  brought  full  estimate  of  $67.50  on  the  de- 
pressed market  of  early  1956. 

1872  “S".  Small  S left,  over  center  of  N.  Very  Fine,  bold  and  lustrous.  Not  often 
seen  better. 

Die  of  lot  122,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale. 

1873  “CC”.  Extremely  Fine,  flatly  struck  but  highly  lustrous.  One  of  the  rarer 
Carsons. 

Mintage  22,410.  Has  been  bringing  $85.  to  $140.00. 

1874  “S”.  Small  incomplete  S,  over  right  serif  of  N;  reverse  die  cracked.  Ex.  Fine, 
brilliant  and  frosty;  perhaps  a trifle  nicer  than  last. 

Apparently  an  earlier  state  of  the  die  of  Melish  950. 

1878  “CC”.  Very  Fine,  lustrous;  fairly  clean.  Far  better  than  Melish’s;  the  best 
we  remember  seeing  in  several  years.  Fifth  rarest  Carson  City  double  eagle. 
Worth  a strong  three-figure  price. 

Mintage  13,180.  None  in  Baldenhofer  or  our  Forty-Ninth  offering. 


The  Very  Rare  1879  "O"  Double  Eagle 

1879  “O”.  Very  Fine  or  better,  somewhat  lustrous;  bag  marked  in  fields  and  on 
rims.  Very  rare;  probably  will  bring  about  $350.00.  Plate 

Mintage  2,325.  Nevertheless,  though  very  rare,  not  quite  in  a class  with  lots  8 and 
10,  as  several^  excellent  specimens  are  known  (they  were  probably  saved  as  souvenirs 
reopening  of  the  mint).  The  present  coin  is  slightly  nicer  than  Melish’s  at  $235.; 
It  IS  due  to  rise  as  a type  coin  — ihe  only  New  Orleans  double  eagle  wUh  mono. 

1880.  Brilliant,  satiny  Uncirculated;  a couple  of  bag  marks  on  either  side,  other- 
wise a “gem.”  Completely  unheard  of  in  this  quality!  Therefore,  extremely 
rare  so  and  worth  a good  price.  Plate 

Mintage  51,420,  but  specimens  simply  have  not  turned  up  in  top  condition. 


The  Extremely  Rare  18  82  Double  Eagle 

1882.  Extremely  Fine,  in  all  probability  a former  proof;  very  nearly  full  sharpness 
with  traces  of  original  proof  (like?)  surface,  now  somewhat  dulled  and  bag 
marked  though  not  seriously.  We  know  with  certainty  only  one  other  circu- 
estimates  here  are  sheer  guesswork.  Plate 
1 Mintage  590  plus  59  proofs.  The  other  circulated  one  was  in  the  Baldenhofer 
sale,  November  1955.  We  have  heard  of  several  others  but  not  been  able  to  verify  them.

1884  "S”.  About  Uncirculated.  Really  a mint  state  coin  which  fraternized  a bit 
too  long  in  a bag;  fully  brilliant. 

. Memorable  (NumismaUc  Gal- 

lery, 1948),  Dr.  Green  (Mehl,  1949),  Menjou  (Numismatic  Gallery,  1950)  sales'  com- 
parable with  that  in  our  Forty-Ninth  sale. 

1884  "CC”.  Close  to  Extremely  Fine,  lustrous. 

Mintage  81,139.  None  in  Peake.  Baldenhofer’s  brought  $125.00. 

1885  “S”.  Practically  Unc.  Same  comment  as  for  lot  23,  but  if  anything  more 
brilliant. 

Mintage  683,500.  Usually  comes  only  Ex.  Fine,  for  some  reason. 

1887  "S”.  Extremely  Fine,  lustrous.  Unusually  clean.  One  of  the  scarcer  San 
Francisco  doubles. 

Mintage  283,000,  which  is  relatively  low.  This  is  a sleeper;  for  the  evidence  see 
our  Forty-Ninth  catalog. 


Magnificent  and  Extremely  Rare  1 888  Proof  Double  Eagle 

1888.  Brilliant,  practically  FDC,  Proof.  The  perfectionist  with  a magnifying  glass 
will  not  find  much  to  complain  about;  a touch  of  cloudiness  here  and  there, 
a couple  of  lint  marks  (from  lint  left  in  the  dies  — not  a defect  incurred  after 
striking),  one  faint  reverse  hairline  — and  that  is  all.  Probably  will  bring  about 
$1,500.,  to  judge  by  the  performance  of  inferior  proofs  of  other  dates  in 
recent  months;  the  market  is  not  stable  enough  to  make  such  quotations  too 
meaningful.  Plate 

Mintage  102  proofs.  It  is  doubtful  if  many  of  them  are  of  the  quality  of  this  one, 
as  proof  gold  got  spent  in  hard  times,  as  Wayte  Raymond  pointed  out  — for  evidence 
see  the  three  dollar  pieces,  which  follow. 

Another  1888.  About  Uncirculated,  plus;  fully  brilliant,  lightly  but  extensively 
bag  marked.  Decidedly  scarce  as  a date. 

Mintage  226,164.  The  uncirculated  one  in  our  Forty-Ninth  sale,  estimated  at 
$75.,  brought  $77.50.  Others  offered  since  have  been  inferior. 

1889  “S”.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  the  obverse  bag  marked,  the  reverse  less  so 
and  unusually  bright.  More  attractive  than  it  sounds.  We  have  not  seen  an 
equal  one  in  a longtime. 

None  in  Memorable  or  Peake.  Baldenhofer’s  was  not  equal  to  this  one. 

1890.  Obverse  Extremely  Fine  or  better,  reverse  About  Unc.;  considerable 
original  mint  frost,  and  without  serious  bag  marks.  An  excellent  match  for 
the  piece  in  our  last  sale  at  $95.;  an  important  opportunity,  as  we  have  seen 
only  one  really  mint  state  example. 

Mintage  75,940.  The  uncirculated  one  was  in  the  part  of  the  Straus  estate  sold 
by  Stack’s. 

1890  “CC”.  Very  close  to  Extremely  Fine,  obverse  a trifle  under  that  grade, 
reverse  well  over  it.  Lustrous,  reverse  particularly  beautiful  despite  weak 
borders;  clean. 

1892.  Better  than  About  Unc.,  highly  brilliant,  but  bag  marked  enough  to  take 
it  out  of  the  mint  state  class  overall.  Nevertheless,  attractive  and  a well 
known  rarity.  Plate 

Mintage  4,430.  Baldenhofer’s  was  not  as  nice;  Neumoyer’s,  EF  with  a rim  nick, 
commanded  $400.00. 

1892  “S”.  Frosty,  brilliant  Uncirculated;  above  average  quality.  Not  often 
offered  so. 

Record  $55.  VF  in  the  Memorable  sale,  1948. 

1894.  Really  Unc.,  but  with  the  faintest  touch  of  rubbing  on  a few  curls;  other- 
wise clean,  fully  brilliant. 

1895.  Brilliant  Unc.,  early  strike,  but  with  many  bag  marks,  a few  of  them  on 
rims. 

1896.  Unusually  brilliant  Uncirculated.  Rather  less  than  the  usual  number  of 
mint  abrasions,  though  not  completely  clean. 

Mintage  792,545.  Less  common  than  even  this  moderate  figure  would  suggest. 

1898.  A hair’s  breadth  short  of  Unc.,  very  much  like  the  1894;  a couple  of  light 
rim  nicks. 

Mintage  170,395.  Considerably  scarcer  than  last. 

1898  “S”.  Obverse  nicer  than  last,  reverse  fully  brilliant  and  choice  Unc.  A 
beauty! 

1900.  Extra  brilliant  "gem”  Uncirculated;  nearly  though  not  quite  Superb. 

1900  "S”.  Fully  brilliant,  choice  Unc.,  a few  bag  marks  away  from  "gem”  quality. 
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1901.  Brilliant  Unc.,  cleaner  than  last  save  for  a couple  of  minute  rim  marks. 
Rare. 

Mintage  1 1 1,430.  Superior  to  that  in  our  last  sale  at  a modest  $60.00. 

1902.  Obverse  Ex.  Fine,  bag  marked;  reverse  a hair's  breadth  from  full  Unc., 
brilliant  and  clean.  Rare  and  still  unappreciated. 

Mintage  31,140.  The  specimen  in  our  1955  Peake  sale  realized  $110.— represent- 
ing, of  course,  the  state  of  the  market  before  the  current  interest  in  rare  gold. 

1903.  Extra  brilliant,  choice  Unc.;  an  early  strike,  a few  minute  bag  marks  away 
from  “gem”  grade.  Another  beauty. 

Mintage  287,170.  We  haven’t  seen  one  equal  to  this  in  a long  time! 

1906.  Extremely  Fine,  toned.  Rare,  seldom  offered. 

Mintage  69,596.  The  mint  state  one  in  our  last  sale  brought  $135.00.  Cf.  lot  1273, 
following. 

1907.  Popular  final  year  of  this  design.  Brilliant  Unc.,  unevenly  struck;  frosty 
and  clean,  and  it  would  be  a "gem”  but  for  a few  rim  marks. 


Popular  1 907  St.  Gaudens  Roman  Date  Double  Eagle 
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1907.  St.  Gaudens  design;  date  MCMVIl.  High  relief;  wire  edge.  Brilliant,  choice 
Unc.  Two  or  three  microscopic  bag  marks,  a few  equally  minute  nicks  on  the 
wire  edge.  Now  quoted  well  over  $400.  in  inferior  quality. 

1907.  Similar,  “Arabic”  date.  Low  relief.  Bright  Unc.,  weakly  and  flatly  struck 
on  leg  and  much  of  drapery  as  just  about  always. 

Decidedly  undervalued.  We  haven’t  handled  a better  example  in  many  years.  That 
in  the  W.  G.  C.  auction  brought  $110.00,  nearly  fifteen  years  ago;  the  equal  one  in  our 
Fifty-Fourth  sale  slept  at  $81.00. 

1908.  With  motto.  Similar  grade  to  last,  but  with  a faint  trace  of  rubbing  on  leg. 

Mintage  156,258.  One  of  those  “forgotten”  coins. 

1908  “D”.  Motto.  Brilliant,  choice  Unc.,  a “gem”  save  for  a few  bag  marks. 

1909  “S”.  Double  S.  Mintmark  first  punched  correctly  but  very  lightly,  then 
repunched  heavily,  much  too  high  and  tilted  crazily  to  left,  overlapping  the 
first  S.  The  total  effect  is  quite  grotesque.  At  worst  a minute  rub  away  from 
full  Unc.,  frosty,  clean  and  choice.  Worth  whatever  it  will  bring.  Enlarged 
Plate 

The  only  one  we  have  encountered;  there  cannot  be  many  others  around,  as  some- 
one surely  would  have  noticed  this  weirdly  blundered  die. 

1909  “D”.  Extremely  Fine,  clean  and  bright.  A definite  sleeper.

1795  Adams  5;  Not  in  Clapp;  Newcomer  439.  Rarity  8.  Eagle  standing  on  branch 
with  nine  leaves  (regular  has  thirteen).  Extremely  Fine,  weak  in  centers  and 
with  many  adjustment  marks;  some  chips  out  of  planchet  (as  made)  on  both 
sides.  Rim  dent  at  T of  UNITED.  A few  small  pit-like  planchet  defects.  The 
first  one  we  have  seen,  and  only  the  second  we  have  heard  of.  Of  extreme 
desirability  as  a type  coin;  potentialiy  a $2,000.  item!  Plate

Well  over 
Ex.  Fine,  lightly  bag  marked.  Plate 

Woodin  1192;  same  die  as  that  in  our  Fifty-Third  sale,  but  far  better.  Worth 
well  over  $200.  in  the  present  market. 

1801.  A-l;  C-1;  N-456.  Usual  variety  of  the  date.  Better  than  VF,  exceptionally 
clean;  mediocre  strike,  with  some  adjustment  marks  at  RTY.

At  first  sight  this  brilliant,  frosty  coin  looks  Unc.,  but  under  a glass  it 
shows  minor  flatnesses  which  seem  principally  to  be  from  weak  striking  but 
which  may  conceal  slight  rubbing.  Trivial  bag  marks.  The  finest  one  we  have 
seen  in  non-proof;  not  known  to  us  when  we  wrote  the  comment  in  our 
Fifty-Fourth  catalogue.

Mintage  4,696,  making  this  one  of  the  five  rarest  Carson  City  eagles.  Records  $65. 
Fine  in  Davis-Graves,  $46.  VF  in  our  1957  Eliasberg  offering  — and  none  since.  A 
definite  sleeper. 

The  Exceedingly  Rare  18  77  Eagle 

1877.  Better  than  Very  Fine;  similar  in  quality  and  general  appearance  to  the 
1868;  traces  of  prooflike  surface.  First  we’ve  seen  in  other  than  proof!  Cheap 
at  almost  any  price!  Plate 

Mintage  797.  No  auction  records  known  to  us  — hardly  a surprise  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. Compared  to  this  date,  1S5S  is  common. 

1878.  Very  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine,  reverse  especially  with  mint  frost.  Moderate  mintage. 

The  Very  Rare  1 8 79  “O"  Eagle 

1879  “O”.  Extremely  Fine,  traces  of  prooflike  surface;  a few  trivial  bag  marks. 
Rarer  than  the  1858;  lower  mintage  than  the  1859  ‘‘O”,  and  in  a rarity  class 
with  it.  Again,  valuations  would  be  sheer  guesswork.  Plate 

Mintage  1,500.  We  have  only  two  auction  records  recent  enough  to  mean  anything: 
Davis-Graves,  $150.  VF  nicked  up;  our  Forty-Ninth  sale,  $165.  EF.  Triple  this  latter 
figure  would  not  readily  locate  another  one  today.  "One  of  the  seven  rarest  Liberty 
Heads." 

1882  "CC”.  Very  Fine  plus,  some  mint  frost;  many  small  bag  marks.  One  of  the 
rarer  eagles  from  this  mint. 

Mintage  6,764.  Available  auction  records  are  all  too  old  to  be  any  help  in  esti- 
mating value. 

The  Extremely  Rare  18  83  "O"  Eagle" 

1883  "O”.  Very  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine,  a rather  flat  strike  but  with  surface  and  general 
quality  very  much  like  the  1879  "0”,  to  which  it  is  an  excellent  companion. 
The  late  B.  Max  Mehl  estimated  that  "not  more  than  10  or  12”  of  these 
were  extant;  if  anything,  this  seems  a liberal  estimate.  Plate 

Mintage  800,  like  the  1885  quarter  eagle  and  three  dollar  piece,  but  much  rarer 
than  those.  Again,  there  are  no  recent  auction  records,  and  there  is  no  point  in  quoting 
ancient  ones. 

1888  "S”.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Frosty;  somewhat  bag  marked,  but  nice.  De- 
cidedly hard  to  find  so. 

1890.  Extremely  Fine,  considerable  mint  frost;  a few  small  bag  marks.  Rare. 

Mmtage  57,980.  The  VF  Davis-Graves  coin  brought  $40.,  six  and  a half  years  ago. 

1890  CC  . Very  Fine,  the  reverse  sharper  than  obverse.  Very  scarce 

Mmtage  17,500. 

1893  "0”.  From  a distance  this  would  pass  as  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  but  under 
a glass  one  can  see  minute  traces  of  rubbing  together  with  a few  bag  marks, 
not  really  constituting  impairment.  Highly  attractive  and  rare;  this  is  the 
FINEST  example  we  have  seen. 

Mintage  17,000.  That  in  our  last  sale,  EF-AU,  then  believed  the  finest,  slept. 

18^.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.  A few  minute  bag  marks  away  from  "gem”  level. 
Rarely  seen  in  this  quality;  Melish’s  was  inferior,  and  others  lately  offered 
have  not  even  been  mint  state. 

Mintage  76,270;  scarcer  than  this  figure  would  indicate. 
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1902.  Extremely  brilliant,  satiny  Uncirculated.  An  early  strike,  minutely  but 
extensively  bag  marked.  A trifle  nicer  looking  than  the  piece  in  our  Fifty- 
Fourth  sale  at  $30.00. 

Mintage  82,400.  Underrated,  in  spite  of  the  small  number  that  have  appeared  on 
the  market  from  Europe. 

1903  O . Very  close  to  Unc.  Similar  to  the  1893  *^0",  but  somewhat  more 
extensively  bag  marked;  the  frosty  brilliance  is  still  highly  impressive. 

1906  ''D".  Ex.  Fine  to  About  Unc.,  just  about  full  mint  frost.  First  Denver  eagle 
therefore  a type  coin.  ' 

1907.  This  highly  brilliant  coin  is  evidently  Unc.,  but  under  a glass  it  shows 
minute  abrasion  on  one  or  two  curls  and  wing  tip,  and  a couple  of  small  rim 
nicks. 

Two  Splendid  and  Rare  1907  St.  Gaudens  Eagles  with  Periods 

1907.  Indian  Head;  periods  before  and  after  legends,  wire  edge.  Satiny,  brilliant 
Unc.,  just  about  "gem”  quality.  Lately  quoted  around  $450.  so,  surely  con- 
servative for  any  gold  coin  with  a mintage  under  500.  Plate 

Another.  Identical  to  last,  but  a glass  discloses  two  or  three  minute  and  insig- 
nificant bag  marks,  one  of  them  on  reverse  rim.  Plate 

1907.  Regular  issue,  without  periods;  obverse  modified  from  preceding.  Bril- 
liant Unc.,  minutely  bag  marked,  softly  struck  in  centers  as  usual. 

This  obverse  design  differs  from  that  on  the  coins  with  periods  in  Ihe  size  and 
position  of  stars  and  the  placement  of  letters  in  LIBERTY  and  minor  details  of  hair. 
The  reason  for  the  modification  is  unknown.

softly  struck  as  was  the  last,  characteristically  so.  A major  sleeper;  a coin 
to  watch,  particularly  in  top  condition! 

Mintage  33,500;  no  recent  records. 

1908  “D”.  No  motto.  About  Unc.,  plus;  reverse  particularly  appealing. 

1908  “S”.  Motto.  Different  design  from  preceding.  Barely  Unc.,  brilliant  and 
frosty;  one  of  the  three  finest  we  have  actually  seen.  Decidedly  rare;  excep- 
tionally so  in  this  condition. 

Mintage  59,850.  Desipi  again  modified;  obverse  differs  from  the  coins  without 
motto.  On  the  no-motto  coins,  letters  in  LIBERTY  are  thick  and  in  low  relief;  on  those 
with  motto,  they  are  thin,  sharply  defined  and  more  bold.  There  are  also  differences  in 
central  waves  of  hair.  Apparently  these  modifications  were  made  to  improve  wearing 
qualities  and  legibility. 

1914.  Brilliant,  splendid  Unc.,  almost  "gem"  quality.  Melish  didn’t  have  one 
equal  to  this. 

1926.  Exactly  as  last,  guide  book,  $35.00. 

Half  Eagles 

1798.  Small  wide  date,  heraldic  eagle.  Breen  7:  5-F;  Adams  7;  not  in  Clapp; 
Newcomer  29.  Rarity  7.  Very  Fine  or  so.  This  variety  (see  below)  of  great 
importance  to  the  specialist,  particularly  when  the  new  publication  on  gold 
varieties  eventually  appears.  Plate 

This  variety  identifiable  by  irregular  arrangement  of  stars  on  reverse,  top  two  leaves 
very  thin,  claw  very  short  and  well  away  from  final  A.  Obverse  die  cracked  from  edge 
through  cap;  reverse  shattered.  Adams  called  the  variety  rare;  we  have  no  record  of  any 
specimens  other  than  the  present  one  and  that  illustrated  by  Adams,  presumably  the 
Newcomer-Green  coin,  which  has  dropped  out  of  sight. 

1800.  A-3;  C-1;  N-40.  R-3.  Extremely  Fine,  lustrous;  reverse  nicer  than  obverse. 
Clean,  save  for  minute  border  nick  left  of  date.  One  not  as  nice  brought  $140. 
in  our  last  sale. 

1803/2.  A-3;  C-4;  N-52.  R-4.  Ex.  Fine,  obverse  bag  marked;  reverse  better,  lus- 
trous, though  with  a minute  rim  nick  and  signs  of  contact  with  a touchstone. 

1804.  Small  180  over  large  180.  Not  in  Adams,  Clapp  or  Newcomer;  obverse 
A-5,  reverse  new.  R-7?  Ex.  Fine  plus,  much  like  the  1800  but  if  anything  a 
trifle  nicer,  the  reverse  particularly  brilliant. 

Die  of  jot  978,  our  Fifty-First  sale,  and  of  Landau  733  (our  Fifty-Second  auction). 

1805.  Perfect  1.  A-3;  C-2;  N-65.  R-5?  Very  Fine,  reverse  stronger  than  obverse. 

1806.  Knobbed  6,  stars  7 + 6.  A-1;  C-l;  N-68.  R-2.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  similar 
quality  to  the  1804;  clean  and  frosty,  but  not  quite  so  sharply  struck.  Nice. 
Finer  than  those  in  our  last  few  offerings. 
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1807.  Bust  right.  B.  1-A;  C-1.  R-3.  Small  date,  distant  1,  small  stars.  Rev.  Small 
stars,  lowest  outer  leaf  hollow.  Heavy  rim  break  over  T in  UNITED.  In  grade 
and  quality  identical  to  last,  finer  than  all  three  melish  coins. 

1807.  New  design,  by  Reich.  Bust  left.  C-6.  R-2.  Extremely  Fine,  considerable 
mint  frost,  of  the  same  caliber  as  the  last  two.  A few  faint  obverse  adjust- 
ment marks;  reverse  border  somewhat  weak  as  often.  That  in  our  last  sale 
brought  $120.00. 

1808.  Perfect  date,  wide  5 D as  usual.  C-2.  R-2.  About  EF,  considerable  lustre, 
with  a few  minute  bag  marks;  weak  borders.  Reverse  more  attractive  than 
obverse,  if  anything. 

1809/8.  C-1.  R-2.  Also  close  to  Extremely  Fine,  with  a couple  of  minute  rim  nicks. 

The  Excessively  Rare  1810  Small  Date,  Small  5 Half  Eagle 

1810.  C-3.  Rarity  8.  Small  date,  as  on  preceding  years.  Rev.  Small  5,  narrow 
and  not  as  tall  as  D;  about  the  height  of  E in  UNITED.  Sharpness,  and  traces 
of  the  surface,  of  Mint  State,  but  has  been  expertly  gone  over,  mainly  in  left 
obverse  field,  to  minimize  or  obliterate  initials  which  were  cut  into  it  by  some 
vandal,  besides  this  specimen,  we  know  only  one  other  (see  below).

An  excel- 
lent investment  at  anything  under  $750.  today!  Plate 

1834.  New  type,  no  motto;  triple  cut  4.  A-6;  C-4.  Small  plain  4,  the  triple  cutting 
obvious  at  upper  right.  Very  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine,  clean.  Earlier  die  state  than 
that  in  our  last  public  auction. 

1835.  Unlisted.  (Obverse  of  lot  390,  reverse  of  lot  391,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale.) 
Extremely  Fine,  some  lustre.  Doubtless  rare. 

1836.  C-2;  die  described  in  lot  393,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale.*  Very  Fine  plus,  sharp;

Thin  claws,  small  short  arrowheads 
TES  very  wide.  Die  of  lot  753,  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale.  Ex.  Fine,  lustrous;  a 
bit  granular,  but  without  serious  bag  marks.  Very  rare. 

1838  “C”.  Very  Fine,  fairly  bold  but  much  bag  marked.  Type  coin;  only  Charlotte 
mint  with  this  head. 

Mintage  10,959  plus  6,232  struck  in  1839  from  the  1838  dies  = 17,191.  Not  in 
Baldenhofer,  among  other  famous  sales. 

1839/8.  Coronet  head  design.  Very  Fine,  a bit  granular;  some  reverse  lustre. 
Very,  very  scarce. 

Much  rarer  than  its  mintage  (118,143)  would  suggest.  Neumoyer’s  similar  one 
brought  $43.00. 

1840.  Regular  border.  Extremely  Fine,  sharp  but  bag  marked.  Neumoyer's  also 
EF,  realized  $43.00. 

Also  known  with  extremely  wide  border  (lot  991,  following),  as  are  coins  from  the 
other  mints  of  this  date;  these  wide-border  pieces  were  made  in  error  and  are  very  rare. 

1840  "C”.  Broad  mill;  diameter  same  as  1834-39  issues,  larger  than  any  sub- 
sequent ones.  Ex.  Fine,  bright  and  frosty;  weak  in  centers  and  struck  on  a 
somewhat  granular  planchet  but  comparatively  clean.  This  mintmark  not  in 
Baldenhofer  at  all;  nicer  than  Melish’s  regular  one.  RRR. 

Mintage  of  this  type,  1,970.  See  lot  991  following. 

1840  "D”.  Regular  border.  Traces  of  recutting  on  mintmark.  About  Uncirculated, 
brilliant  and  a beauty;  exceptionally  choice  for  the  grade,  clean  and  frosty. 
From  a distance  it  would  readily  pass  as  full  Mint  State.  Extraordinary  con- 
dition for  a coin  from  this  mint!  Plate 

Mintage  of  this  type,  18,459.  The  Rives  S.  Brown  coin  (NENA,  1959)  brought 
$42.50  in  only  VG.  We  have  no  record  of  any  specimen  equal  to  the  present  one. 

1840  “O".  Regular  border.  Ex.  Fine,  needle  sharp  and  bright,  but  with  a few 
light  bag  marks,  most  of  them  on  reverse.  A type  coin:  first  New  Orleans 
half  eagle. 

Mintage  of  this  type,  35,700.  This  includes  8,300  struck  in  Jan. -Feb.  1841  from 
1840  dies.  Melish’s  was  only  VF. 

1841.  Close  to  Ex.  Fine,  granular  and  lightly  bag  marked.  Desirable,  and 
important! 

Mintage  15,833.  Really  rare,  but  another  of  those  "forgotten  coins.” 

1841  “D".  Small  D.  Obverse  close  to  EF;  reverse  VF.  Clean.  Decidedly  scarce. 

Mintage  29,392.  This  is  apparently  from  the  die  of  Melish  1991a,  and  lot  402  of 
our  Forty-Ninth  sale.  Baldenhofer  had  none;  the  Rives  S.  Brown  example  brought 
$41.  VG. 

1842.  Large  letters.  Very  Fine  plus,  reverse  sharper  than  obverse;  fairly  clean. 

1843.  Very  Fine  plus,  very  sharp;  a bit  nicer  than  last  if  anything. 

1843  "C”.  Small  letters,  small  mintmark.  Very  Fine,  the  usual  strike.  Nicer 
than  that  in  our  last  sale  at  $47.  to  a dealer. 

Mintage  44,268. 

1844.  Extremely  Fine,  bag  marked  but  with  considerable  brilliance. 

1844  "D”.  Strictly  VF,  above  average  strike;  bag  marked,  but  not  seriously.  The 
similar  Rives  S.  Brown  coin  brought  $41.00. 

1845  "D”.  Brilliant,  choice  Uncirculated.  Frosty  and  needle  sharp,  and  nearly 
"gem”  grade  but  for  several  plain  obverse  bag  marks  and  an  old  (com- 
paratively minor)  scratch  behind  neck.  One  of  the  two  finest  we  have  seen 
of  this  mintmark;  Dahlonega  gold  in  strictly  mint  condition  is  very  rare,  there 
having  been  in  this  period  no  collectors  to  put  away  new  specimens.  Plate 

Ex  Rives  S.  Brown  collection  at  a low  $57.50,  but  obviously  worth  much  more  now. 
The  other  mint  state  one  was  Melish  2013.  The  present  coin  is  from  the  dies  of 
MeUsh  2016. 

1846.  Large  date,  spaced  1 846.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  much  lustre. 

1846.  Small  date,  spaced  18  4 6.  Just  about  EF,  lustrous;  one  rather  serious 
bag  mark  at  lower  r.  reverse.  Uncommonly  rare. 

Landau’s,  VF,  brought  $45.00.  The  mintmarked  coins  all  have  large  date. 
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1846  “D”.  Double  D.  Very  Fine,  some  lustre,  some  bag  marks;  the  usual  strike 
or  a trifle  better.  Worth  a generous  premium  for  the  obvious  die  blunder. 

For  an  illustration  of  the  “Double  D”  mintmark,  see  our  Forty-Ninth  catalogue. 
Plate  III. 

1846  “0”.  Very  Fine,  exceptionally  clean  save  fortv/o  or  three  minute  rim  nicks. 

1847  ‘‘C’’.  VF  to  EF,  the  usual  strike  or  a little  better;  lightly  bag  marked.  Nice; 
similar  to  the  one  in  our  Eliasberg  offering. 

1847  “D'’.  EF,  bright,  lightly  bag  marked;  would  be  exceptionally  nice,  except 
that  some  idiot  has  cleaned  it  with  an  eraser.  The  VF  Stack-Straus  coin 
brought  $47.00. 

Die  description:  Small  line  left  of  base  of  4.  Rev.  Crack  through  F,  tops  of  IVE  D 
through  dot  and  just  missing  top  of  final  A,  to  edge. 

1848.  Ex.  Fine,  much  original  brilliance;  very  lightly  bag  marked. 

Die  description:  Crack  from  final  8 to  truncation,  then  vertically  through  back 
hair,  turning  r.  to  border  above  10th  star;  another  crack  from  border  to  8th  star  to  bor- 
der; another  from  border  to  4th  star  to  border;  another  from  bust  up  through  field  to 
chin,  through  face  and  out  to  6th  star  to  edge,  a branch  from  6th  star  to  coronet  point. 
(Later  state  of  dies  of  Melish  2040.) 

1848  “C”.  Very  Fine  or  so,  reverse  a little  weaker;  lightly  but  not  seriously  bag 
marked.  Usual  strike  or  worse;  possibly  what  looks  like  wear  on  this  coin 
is  partly  weak  striking. 

1848  “D”.  VF  to  EF,  the  usual  strike;  lustrous,  less  bag  marked  than  usual. 
The  much  inferior  R.  S.  Brown  coin  brought  $42.00. 

Obverse  like  Melish  2047,  with  small  weak  stars,  crack  through  11th  and  12th  stars 
and  from  neck  point  to  border.  Rev.  Cracks  from  beak  to  A,  wing  to  arrows  to  R,  RICA 
to  dot  to  period  to  E D.  Mintmark  does  not  touch  feathers  or  stem. 

1849.  Frosty,  brilliant  Uncirculated.  Rather  softly  struck  in  centers;  a few  bag 
marks.  Possibly  ex  Melish  2048  at  $32.00.  Very  rare  condition,  worthy  of  a 
good  price  today! 

1849  “D”.  Mintmark  touches  above.  Very  Fine,  clean,  somewhat  lustrous;  usual 
strike.  Cf.  Melish  2051.  That  in  our  Eliasberg  offering  brought  $49.,  over 
three  years  ago. 

Mintage  39,036. 

1850.  Extremely  Fine;  lustrous,  rather  softly  struck  in  centers.  A scarce  date. 

1850  "D”.  Very  Fine,  cleaner  than  usual.  Minor  reverse  planchet  defect;  usual 
strike.  These  attractive  Dahlonega  Mint  coins  can  only  rise  in  value. 

1851  “C”.  Very  Fine;  average  in  everything  except  that  there  are  fewer  bag 
marks  than  usual. 

1851  "D”.  Recut  first  1.  Rev.  Mintmark  over  E and  left.  Very  Fine,  minor  bag 
marks,  one  of  them  on  second  1. 

1852  "C".  High  date,  1 imbedded  in  bust.  Extremely  Fine,  highly  lustrous;  trivial 
signs  of  handling.  Not  often  seen  this  choice! 

1852  “D”.  Very  Fine,  usual  strike;  weak  borders,  cleaner  than  usual.  The  Brown 
coin  brought  $40.,  though  it  was  only  Very  Good  plus. 

1853  "C”.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  highly  lustrous  — finer  than  the  1852  "C”  if 
anything.  Unusually  sharp  strike.  Premium  coin  so;  finer  than  Melish’s  and 
just  about  all  others. 

1853  “D".  Mintmark  above  V.  (Cf.  Melish  2069,  apparently  the  same  die.)  Better 
than  VF,  bold;  unusually  clean. 

1854  “D".  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  usual  strike;  highly  lustrous.  Some  red  copper 
oxidetone;  a couple  of  minor  reverse  scratches.  Exceptional  grade. 

Differs  from  both  Melish  varieties;  1 does  not  touch  bust,  mintmark  well  to  r.  and 
touches  stem.  A comparable  one  in  our  Fiftieth  sale  brought  $56.00. 

1854  "0”.  Very  Fine,  bright,  bag  marked.  Record  $50.  EF  in  our  last  offering. 

1855.  Very  Fine,  rather  uneven  strike;  fairly  clean.  Uncommon. 

Nicer  than  the  Kosoff  sold  Donlon  piece. 

1855  ‘ C”.  Same  grade;  usual  strike,  which  for  this  mintmark  isn’t  saying  much. 

Mintage  39,788. 

1855  "D”.  Vertical  crack,  border  to  left  side  of  first  5 to  truncation.  This  brilliant 
com  IS  hard  to  grade,  mainly  from  weak,  uneven  striking.  We’ll  call  it  VF 
to  EF  because  of  its  surface  and  the  sharpness  of  those  portions  which  are 
struck  up  at  all. 

Mintage  22,432. 
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1855  "O”.  Very  Fine,  fairly  clean.  Far  rarer  than  popularly  supposed. 

Mintage  a low  11,100. 

1856  “0”.  Very  Fine,  as  last.  Chip  out  of  planchet  as  made,  between  F and 
adjacent  wing  tip.  That  in  our  last  sale,  also  VF,  went  to  a dealer  at  $55.  after 
vigorous  floor  bidding. 

Mintage  10,000,  making  this  second  only  to  the  unobtainable  1841  “O”. 

1857  "D”.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Under  a glass  this  coin  shows  faint  traces  of 
cleaning  but  no  trace  of  wear  or  mishandlement.  An  exceptionally  sharp 
strike!  With  two  or  three  marks  where  another  coin  dropped  on  it,  apparently 
in  a Mint  hopper,  but  still  the  best  one  we’ve  seen.  Plate 

Mintage  17,046.  The  next  best  one  we  know  of  is  the  Stack-Straus  coin,  EF,  at 
$64.00.  The  present  one  would  make  an  excellent  companion  to  the  Landau  quarter 
eagle  of  the  same  date  and  mint. 

1857  “O”.  Very  Fine.  Very  much  like  lots  164  and  165  in  quality.  Rare  and 
undervalued. 

Mintage  13,000. 

1858.  Very  Fine  or  better;  bright,  somewhat  granular  and  bag  marked,  but 
quite  presentable.  Seldom  offered! 

Mintage  15,136.  Apparently  even  rarer  than  the  coinage  figure  would  indicate. 

1858  "D”.  Very  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine,  brilliant  but  lightly  scratched.  No  recent 
records  for  better  ones. 

Mintage  15,362. 

1858  “S”.  Very  Fine  or  better;  sharp,  fairly  clean  though  not  too  bright.  Infre- 
quently seen! 

Mintage  18,600. 

1859.  Exactly  as  last.  Rarer,  as  only  16,814  were  made. 

1859  “C”.  Badly  rusted  reverse  die.  Ex.  Fine  or  better  for  the  coin;  much  original 
mint  frost,  a few  bag  marks.  Unusual  in  appearance,  and  far  above  average. 

Mintage  31,847.  Cf.  Melish  2102,  but  apparently  from  different  dies.  Possibly  struck 
in  1860  or  1861?  See  also  lot  175. 

1859  "D”.  Fine  to  VF,  and  probably  should  be  called  VF  for  coin;  unevenly  struck. 
Light  but  rather  long  obverse  field  scratch,  otherwise  clean.  A really  rare 
Dahlonega  date! 

Mintage  10,366. 

1860.  Very  Fine  or  better,  much  like  the  1858  and  59  above,  and  likewise  infre- 
quently offered. 

Mintage  19,825. 

1860  “C”.  Reverse  identical  to  lot  172;  in  about  the  same  state.  Better  than 
VF  for  coin;  some  lustre,  some  light  bag  marks.  Nicer  than  that  in  our  Forty- 
Ninth  sale. 

Mintage  14,813. 

1860  "D”.  Another  hard-to-grade  coin:  Unevenly  struck,  with  bright  and  lustrous 
surfaces  suggesting  Extremely  Fine,  the  date,  stars  and  legend  suggesting  VF 
or  EF,  the  centers  very  weak.  Much  like  the  1855  “D”  described  above. 

Mintage  14,635.  The  Stack  sold  Reuter  example,  VF,  brought  $75.00. 

1861  “C".  Very  Fine,  somewhat  unevenly  struck  from  fairly  new  dies;  lightly 
bag  marked.  The  last  one  we  saw  was  Melish’s,  also  VF. 

Mintage  15,992  (U.  S.),  887  (C.  S.  A.);  this  is  presumably  one  of  the  former.  There 
were  two  obverse  dies  made  for  this  year  and  mint  (this  one  shows  many  vertical  stria- 
tions  in  field)  and  the  reverses  were  left-over  dies  from  I860.  The  reverse  on  this  com 
shows  mintmark  over  V and  right,  a trifle  above  center  of  space;  die  file  marks  over 
RIC;  light  crack  through  AME. 

1861  "D”.  Seemingly  Fine,  but  from  the  surface  probably  should  be  called  VF 
for  coin;  weakly  and  unevenly  struck  like  the  1860  “D".  Fairly  clean  save  for 
a couple  of  minute  rim  nicks.  Extremely  rare  and  grossly  undervalued.  Plate 

Mintage  1,597  U.  S.,  and  an  unknown  amount  by  the  Confederacy;  the  present 
coin  probably  of  federal  manufacture.  The  inferior  R.  S.  Brown  coin  went  for  $225.  on 
a $250.  bid  last  year,  rendering  the  current  listings  ridiculous. 

1864.  Very  Fine  plus,  considerable  mint  lustre;  minutely  though  extensively  bag 
marked.  Very  rare;  this  being  the  first  we  recall  handling. 

Mintage  4,220,  which  may  possibly  mean  4,200  business  strikes  and  20  proofs.  This 
specimen  considerably  better  than  Baldenhofer's. 

1865.  Close  to  Extremely  Fine  but  nicked  up;  nevertheless  retains  much  proof- 
like surface,  square  border  and  wire  edge.  Undoubtedly  a former  proof. 
Extremely  rare,  not  in  any  recent  auctions  known  to  us.  Plate 

Mintage  1,270  plus  25  proofs.  Only  one  pair  of  dies  made  for  the  year. 
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1867.  Ex.  Fine  plus,  a great  deal  of  prooflike  surface,  partly  square  border  and 
wire  edge;  but  this  we  believe  started  out  as  one  of  those  extremely  decep- 
tive early  strikes.  Unusually  clean.  None  in  Baldenhofer;  Melish’s  was  only 
VF,  as  was  that  in  our  Fiftieth  sale  (which  exceeded  its  estimate). 

Mintage  6,870.  The  specimen  in  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale,  not  quite  fully  VF,  went 
very  reasonably  at  $67.50. 

1868.  Very  Fine  plus,  traces  of  prooflike  surface;  bag  marked,  and  with  a small 
but  plain  rim  nick  above  9th  star.  Very  rare. 

Mintage  5,700.  The  similar  one  in  our  last  sale  was  bid  all  the  way  up  to  $100.,  but 
at  least  one  example  has  since  traded  hands  at  over  $200.00. 

1870.  Very  Fine,  another  early  strike;  scratched  and  nicked  up,  but  bright.  Rarer 
than  the  last  two;  none  recently  offered. 

Mintage  4,000. 

1871.  Extremely  Fine,  very  similar  in  general  appearance  and  quality  to  the  1867 
though  not  quite  its  equal.  Still  rarer  than  preceding;  grossly  undervalued. 

Mintage  3,200.  No  recent  records. 

1871  "S”.  Very  Fine  and  bold,  but  unevenly  struck,  especially  on  reverse.  Notice- 
ably but  not  seriously  bag  marked.  One  of  the  best  available;  for  evidence 
see  lot  448,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale. 

Mintage  25,000. 

1871  "CC”.  In  sharpness  Fine  or  better,  but  with  surfaces  irresistibly  suggest- 
ing VF.  A mintmark  very  difficult  to  locate! 

Mintage  20,770.  Melish’s  was  about  equal  to  that  here  offered.  Out-of-date  record 
of  $52.  for  a slightly  sharper  one  in  the  Stack-Straus  offering. 

1872.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine;  lovely  first-strike  surface,  and  with  relatively 
few  signs  of  handling.  The  world's  record  for  this  date  is  the  $300.  we  ob- 
tained for  the  uncirculated  one  in  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale;  second  place  is 
Reuter's,  Ex.  Fine  at  $165.00.  Plate 

Mintage  a low,  low  1,660.  See  our  Fifty-Fourth  catalogue  for  why  this  date  has 
soared. 

1872  “CC”.  Very  Fine,  unevenly  struck  — weak  in  centers;  exceptionally  clean, 
and  for  the  grade  choice.  One  of  the  scarcer  Carsons. 

Mintage  16,980. 

1875  "CC”.  Recut  FIVE  D.  Fine  obverse,  VF  reverse,  similar  to  the  two  preced- 
ing Carsons.  Like  those,  quite  clean,  and  almost  never  seen  better.  The 
impression  grows  on  us  that  we  are  undergrading  these  because  of  the 
uncertainty  where  weak  striking  leaves  off  and  wear  begins. 

Mintage  11,828,  making  this  one  of  the  six  rarest  Carsons.  The  not  quite  VF  ex- 
ample from  the  same  dies  in  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale  brought  $72.50,  and  went  to  a 
dealer.  Peake’s  and  that  in  our  Fiftieth  sale  were  no  better. 

1876  “CC”.  Rust  pit  on  neck.  Seemingly  F/VF,  but  with  much  original  surface; 
an  early  strike.  Were  we  to  judge  by  surface  alone,  we  would  have  to  grade 
this  piece  above  Extremely  Fine;  the  lower  grade  is  for  the  same  reason  as  in 
the  preceding  lot.  the  rarest  carson  city  half  eagle. 

Mintage  only  6,887. 

1877.  A splendid  prooflike  early  strike,  which  shows  just  barely  enough  evidence 
of  handling  to  take  it  out  of  the  mint  state  class.  One  or  two  small  copper 
oxide  stains  on  either  side.  Of  extreme  rarity!  If  this  highly  desirable  piece 
were  in  our  stock,  we  would  ask  all  of  $500.  for  it.  Plate 

^tntage  an  infinitesimal  1,132;  the  lowest  Philadelphia  coinage  (except  1875)  since 
1815,.  and  one  of  the  half  dozen  lowest  of  all.  “At  least  750  times  rarer  than  the  cent 
ot  this  year  — our  Forty-Ninth  catalogue. 

1877  “CC”.  Very  Fine  or  better,  somewhat  lustrous  but  bag  marked.  Fourth 
rarest  Carson  City  half  eagle. 

Mintage  8,680.  None  in  Melish,  despite  the  unusual  completeness  of  that  collection. 

1879  "CC”.  Crack  through  base  of  date  and  several  stars.  Very  Fine,  usual 
quality. 

Mintage  17,281. 

1880  “CC”.  Very  Fine,  much  like  lot  192  in  quality;  perhaps  a trifle  fewer  bag 
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1883  “S”  As  last,  but  brighter.  A mintmark  with  a low  coinage  for  San  Francisco 
fives  of  this  period. 
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1884  "CC”.  Very  Fine,  not  too  bright  but  fairly  bold.  Far  from  common! 

Mintage  16»402. 

1885  “S”.  Brilliant  and  frosty,  but  bag  marked  just  enough  to  take  it  out  of  the 
uncirculated  class.  Worth  $20.00. 

The  Very  Rare  Proof  18  8 8 Half  Eagle 

1888.  Brilliant,  splendid  Proof.  A few  microscopic  hairlines,  visibie  only  at  a 
certain  angle,  are  all  that  keep  this  from  absolute  perfection.  Minute  chip 
out  of  flan,  as  made,  near  2nd  star.  Worthy  of  a high  three-figure  price;  no 
auction  records  recent  enough  to  mean  anything.  Plate 

Mintage  94  proofs,  16,202  regulars. 

1891.  Cracks  through  5th  star  and  most  of  inscription.  Brilliant  and  frosty,  like 
the  1885  “S”,  and  of  similar  quality  — just  short  of  mint  state  because  of 
bag  marks.  The  uncirculated  one  in  our  last  sale  brought  $28.;  this  is  the 
second  finest  we  have  seen,  that  being  the  best. 

Mintage  61,360,  but  rarer  than  that  figure  would  suggest.  Dr.  Peake  had  only  a 
VF  example,  and  most  others  have  been  worse. 

1892  “CC”.  Just  Very  Fine,  fairly  clean;  traces  of  lustre. 

1894  "O”.  Better  than  Very  Fine,  lustrous,  with  some  of  the  usual  bag  marks. 

Mintage  16,600. 

1896.  Reverse  legend  recut.  Extremely  Fine,  bright  and  lustrous,  but  with 
abundant  evidence  of  bag  abrasion,  and  traces  of  a removable  gummy 
deposit.  Very  scarce. 

Mintage  a really  low  58,960. 

1896.  Legend  normal.  Very  close  to  Uncirculated.  Really  a Mint  State  coin  which 
jounced  around  in  a bag  too  long.  Excellent  match  for  the  1885  "S”  above, 
perhaps  a bit  nicer.  We  have  the  feeling  we  are  being  too  conservative  on 
these  and  similar  coins.  Worth  more  than  the  last! 

1896  is  a “sleeper  date,”  seldom  offered. 

1900.  Ex.  Fine  to  About  Unc.,  brilliant;  some  light  copper  oxide  tarnish  spots. 

1901  “S".  Reverse  die  cracked  at  AM  and  value.  A thin  hair’s  breadth  from 
Unc.,  frosty  and  mostly  clean. 

1902.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.,  somewhat  bag  marked.  Uncommon. 

Mintage  172,400. 

1902  “S”.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  very  brilliant  and  fairly  clean. 

1903.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.,  like  the  1902  but  brighter  if  anything. 

1904  "S”.  Cracks  through  first  six  stars.  Brilliant,  choice  Uncirculated.  Sharp 
strike;  fewer  bag  marks  than  usual,  chip  out  of  planchet  behind  neck  (not 
an  impairment).  Very  rare  so;  finest  we  have  handled.  Plate 

Mintage  97,000.  Though  several  regular  condition  ones  have  turned  up  in  recent 
years,  this  coin  is  all  but  unobtainable  in  strictly  mint  preservation.  Peake’s,  AU, 
brou^t  $105.00. 

Another  1904  “S”.  Perfect  dies.  Fine  or  better.  This  was  our  consignor’s  original 
specimen  before  he  got  the  uncirculated  one  just  offered. 

1906.  Practically  Unc.,  brilliant;  a hidden  rim  dent  below  date,  otherwise  clean. 
Scarce. 
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1907.  Close  to  AU,  brilliant  but  somewhat  bag  marked. 

1907  “D”.  Very  close  indeed  to  Mint  State,  very  brilliant  but  bag  marked. 

1908.  Liberty  Head.  Highly  brilliant  and  frosty,  but  bag  marked  enough  to  take 
it  out  of  the  mint  state  class. 

1908.  Indian  Head.  Brilliant,  choice  Uncirculated;  unusually  clean.  Not  often 
seen  so.

of  this  period).  Worth  $160.  or  more  so  fine. 

1879.  Extremely  Fine,  plus;  surfaces  much  like  those  on  the  1870,  71  and 
first  78.  Early  die  state.  Also  marked  "Ex-Prf.?". 

Mintage  3,000  regulars,  30  proofs. 

Another  1879.  Later  state  of  the  same  dies,  with  a cluster  of  tiny  rust  pits  on 
neck.  Ex.  Fine,  brilliant  and  frosty,  but  with  several  light  reverse  scratches. 

1880.  Ex.  Fine,  reverse  sharper  than  obverse;  early  strike  from  dies  retaining 
polish.  Fairly  clean;  some  rather  attractive  reddish  toning.  Very  rare  and 
valuable!

Mintage  only  800  regulars.  Records  recently  of  $190.  to  $195.  for  sharper  ones. 

1886.  Ex.  Fine  or  better;  exactly  like  the  1871— the  reverse  particularly 
deceptive. 

Mintage  1,000  regulars.  Records  to  $185.  for  top  flight  examples. 

1888.  This  is  an  authentic  Proof  which  got  into  circulation  long  enough  to 
acquire  some  field  dullness  and  a few  minute  handling  marks.  The  charac- 
teristic border  and  edge  are  still  present. 

Only  291  proofs  minted. 

1888.  Tops  of  UNITED  recut.  Brilliant,  choice  Unc.  Pleasing  original  frost;  a 
few  bag  marks  and  some  border  tarnish,  but  these  do  not  make  this  piece 
less  attractive. 

Mintage  5,000.  Neumoyer’s  similar  one  brought  $150.00. 

Another  1888.  From  the  same  dies,  a minute  rub  on  curls,  otherwise  this  too 
would  qualify  as  Uncirculated.

a$3,000.  coin:  THE  ONLY  YEAR  WITH  STARS  so  ARRANGED.  Plate 

Mintage  a trivially  low  432.  We  have  only  two  recent  records  of  public  sale  ot  this 
type:  Gaskill’s  (originally  from  the  J.  S.  Jenks  collection).  EF,  in  o^r  Forty-Eighth 
offering,  and  the  slightly  nicer  Melish  coin.  If  the  VF  piece  without  stars  (of  which  963 
were  minted)  is  worth  the  $2,400.  tp  which  it  was  bid  in  the  Neumoyer  sale,  then  what 
is  the  present  variety,  more  than  twice  as  rare,  really  worth? 

1798.  Wide  date,  five  berries.  A-2;  C-2;  N-676.  High  R-7,  nearly  R-8;  cf.  our 
Forty-Eighth  and  Forty-Ninth  sales.  Fine,  clean  and  bold.  Worth  a record 
price!  Plate 

Mintage  2,612  in  all.  Regular  ones  have  been  bringing  $510.  to  $535.  VF. 
the  (impaired)  1804  with  thirteen  stars  in  the  Neumoyer  sale  was  worth  $620.,  wh^  is 
the  present  coin  worth,  considering  that  it  is  almost  exactly  three  times  as  rare?  The 
collector  who  “will  wait  for  a nicer  one”  may  have  a long  wait  in  this  instance. 


1802.  No  trace  of  overdate.  Not  in  Adams,  Clapp  or  Newcomer;  the  variety 
described  as  lot  183  of  the  Gaskill  collection  (our  Forly-Eighth  auction).  R-7? 
Very  Fine,  bold,  but  gone  over  in  fields,  possibly  to  minimize  or  remove  nicks 
or  cuts.  Plate 

Mintage  2,612  in  all.  Regular  ones  have  been  bringing  $510.  to  $535.  VF. 

1804.  Thirteen  reverse  stars.  A-2;  C-2;  N-681.  Probably  R-7.  Very  Fine,  clean; 
reverse  weakly  struck,  apparently  as  always  on  this  type.  The  thirteen  stars 
coin  has  been  a major  sleeper  apparently  ever  since  the  difference  was  dis- 
covered.

1806/4.  A-l;  C-l;  N-683.  Low  R-6.  Very  Fine  or  better,  very  bright  and  lustrous; 
a small  cluster  of  tiny  obverse  bag  marks,  some  adjustment  marks  in  center 
of  reverse,  several  infinitesimal  rim  nicks.  The  usual  blunt  strike.  Worth  a 
good  deal  more  than  last.  Plate 

Mintage  of  this  type,  1,136.  Gaskill’s  was  similar,  and  Neumoyer  had  none. 

1827.  Only  the  one  variety;  N-693.  Low  R-5.  Very  Fine,  lustrous,  clean  and  for 
the  grade  choice.  Plate 

Mintage  2,800,  many  doubtless  melted.  Finer  than  that  in  our  Forty-Ninth  sale. 
None  in  Neumoyer. 

1829.  Only  the  one  variety;  N-694.  Formerly  a Proof,  this  piece  (from  the  earliest 
die  state)  is  now  somewhere  between  EF  and  AU.  Somewhat  abraded  and 
with  a minute  rim  nick  near  10th  star,  it  is  still  highly  attractive.  Plate 

Cf.  our  Forty-Ninth  sale.  The  only  other  proofs  and  ex-proofs  we  know  are  Elias- 
berg’s,  W.  G.  C. -Memorable,  “Lee”— our  Forty-Ninth  (impaired),  Menjou  (impaired), 
Wmsor-Gaskill  (impaired).

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A third,  from  a still  later  state  of  the  same  dies;  cracked  from  edge  to  wing  tip. 
Ex.  Fine  or  thereabouts,  lustrous. 

1836.  Head  of  '35;  die  of  lot  856,  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale,  and  cracked  the  same.

First  of  only  two  varieties  of  the  year, 

1838.  A-1;  C-1;  N-710.  Very  Fine,  touches  of  lustre,  a few  minute  handling  marks. 

1838  "C”.  Only  one  variety.  Obverse  better  than  VF,  reverse  a little  short  of  that 
grade  and  weak  in  center;  heavy  double  obverse  border.  Rare  and  popular.

Mintage  7,880. 

1839/8  "C”.  Reverse  different  from  last,  with  detached  leaves,  no  berry,  and 
arrows  merging  into  CA.  Very  Fine,  minor  signs  of  handling;  planchet  slightly 
defective  on  cheek.

Mintage  12,822. 

1843  “C”.  Large  date,  recut  3.  Very  Fine,  obverse  stronger  than  reverse;  a few 
rim  and  field  handling  marks,  none  of  them  serious. 

1843  “D”.  Small  date  and  mintmark;  break  from  first  S to  wing.  Very  Fine  or 
better,  traces  of  lustre;  usual  strike,  weak  at  centers,  especially  on  reverse. 
Much  cleaner  than  the  last  few  lots. 

The  one  in  our  last  sale  went  at  $52.50. 

1843  "0”.  Small  date,  small  thin  weak  stars.  Rev.  Large  recut  mintmark.  Similar 
grade  to  last,  though  more  lustrous  and  better  struck;  clean,  nice.  Reuter's 
brought  all  of  $66.00. 

1845.  As  last,  but  for  minor  abrasions;  some  removable  dirt. 

Obv.  Normal  date;  crack  through  3rd  and  5th  stars.  Rev.  Cracked  from  claw  to 
large  2,  and  from  arrowhead  to  adjacent  dot. 

1845  “D”.  Very  Fine,  traces  of  lustre;  the  usual  strike.  In  overall  quality  some- 
what like  lot  277.  The  R.  S.  Brown  example,  not  quite  as  nice,  brought  $45.00. 

1846  "D”.  As  last,  but  less  lustre,  and  a few  faint  scratches.  Worth  nearly  as 
much  as  the  '45  "D”. 
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1847.  Normal  date.  Very  Fine,  bold,  fairly  clean. 

Also  known  with  18  recut. 

1848  “C”.  Mintmark  far  to  right  of  usual  position;  here  above  small  2 and  D, 
covering  nearly  entire  thickness  of  stem.  Crack,  edge  to  wing  tip.  Fine  to 
Very  Fine;  bold. 

The  Stack-Straus  piece,  more  or  less  VF,  went  up  to  $46.00. 

1848  "D”.  Very  Fine,  some  original  first-strike  surface;  above  average  impres- 
sion. Nice,  despite  a few  rim  and  other  handling  marks. 

That  in  our  last  sale  brought  $65.00. 

1849  “C”.  Mintmark  gripped  between  claw  and  feather  end,  above  numerator. 
Very  Fine,  fairly  well  struck;  some  lustre  in  fields.

1850  "C”.  Reverse  identical  to  last.  Very  Fine,  nearly  as  bright  as  the  '49  "C”, 
a little  more  bag  marked.

Mintage  3,178.  The  somewhat  sharper  Brown  example  sold  at  $240.  on  a higher  bid. 

1854.  Faint  cracks  through  base  of  date  and  most  stars.  Obtained  as  Brilliant 
Unc.,  this  coin  has  completely  convincing  surfaces,  but  enough  evidence  of 
mint  abrasion  to  compromise  the  grade  slightly.  A beauty,  however  one 
grades  it.  Decidedly  uncommon  so. 

1856  "C".  Very  Fine,  bright  and  lustrous;  fairly  bold  strike.  A couple  of  light 
reverse  scratches,  of  no  consequence. 

Mintage  7,913. 

The  Exceedingly  Rare  18  56  “D"  Quarter  Eagle 

1856  "D”.  Really  VF,  bright  and  with  faint  traces  of  mint  lustre  around  some 
stars  and  letters;  usual  strike  or  worse,  eagle's  head  and  centers  somewhat 
indefinite,  periphery  much  sharper.  Minute  rim  nick  above  r.  foot  of  A in 
STATES,  no  other  noticeable  impairment.

THE  ANA  AND  UNCLE  SAM 

Wifhin  recent  weeks,  U.S.  Secret  Service  agents,  as  representatives  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  have  commenced  to  seize  so-called  "silver  cents," 

. . . cents  struck  in  error  on  dime  planchets.  The  alleged  basis  for  this  action 
is  that  "ony  piece  coined  of  material  other  than  the  legal  alloy  Is  not 
legally  issued  and  remains  the  property  of  the  government."  If  this  opinion 
is  correctly  stated,  might  we  ask  the  status  of  a "silver  cent"  in  brilliant 
proof,  of  modern  date,  still  intact  in  its  original  holder  as  sold  with  a proof 
nickel,  dime,  quarter  and  half,  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint?  Could  we  like- 
wise inquire  obout  all  the  "trial  pieces"  in  base  metals,  and  many  of  the 
hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  patterns,  amounting  to  well  over  two-thirds  of 
the  items  listed  by  Judd,  that  were  not  struck  in  the  legal  alloy  or  which 
were  not  legally  released,  or  both?  Can  we  wonder  out  loud  about  the 
coins  that  were  sold,  or  traded,  or  what-have-you,  years  ago  ...  by  Mint 
personnel  or  their  friends  — the  1804  dollars,  the  Gobrecht  mules,  the 
J 862-64  patterns,  the  1884-85  trade  dollars,  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels, 
among  others?  The  government  made  a big  issue  of  the  ]933  double  eagle 
a few  years  ago  . . . now  it  is  the  lowly  "silver  cent"  mint  error  — what 
coin  or  series  of  coins  will  suffer  In  the  next  sporadic  attack? 

A few  years  ago,  we  commenced  writing  letters  to  Mint  Director  Brett, 
in  an  effort  to  establish  legal  possession  of  numismatically  rare  gold  ingots. 
It  was,  and  is,  our  contention  that  the  individual  or  institution  paying 
$10,000.  for  a gold  bar  with  an  Intrinsic  value  of  $17.50,  is  not  violating  the 
intent  of  the  gold  hoarding  restrictions  of  the  Gold  Regulations.  We  wanted 
this  minor  issue  clarified  in  1957,  with  the  result  that  one  prominent  col- 
lector discussed  the  matter  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  This  action 
resulted  in  a frantic  request  for  information  on  ingots  by  the  general 
counsel  of  the  Treasury  Department,  through  the  medium  of  the  Numismatic 
Curator  of  the  Smithsonian,  but  nothing  was  done.  It  is  still  quasi-legal 
to  own,  display,  or  dispose  of,  say,  a Kohler  ingot.  The  question  has  been 
raised  about  the  queer  situation  concerning  Gold  Certificates  ...  about 
the  status  of  National  Gold  Bank  notes,  and  those  Federal  Reserve  issues 
payable  in  gold.  Nobody  really  knows  the  facts  relative  to  the  legality 
of  essay,  proof  and  specimen  notes,  or  even  of  misprints,  or  worse  yet, 
of  "Double  Denomination"  bills.  Every  so  often,  we  hear  about  collectors 
and  dealers  hoving  trouble  with  foreign  gold  coins  issued  after  1933.  it  is 
obvious  that  1937  British  Coronation  gold  coins  were  legally  imported, 
and  that  no  custom  official  will  seize  a 1960  South  African  proof  gold 
sovereign,  but  why?  . . . Why,  when  other  coins,  of  similar  legitimate 
manufacture  and  origin,  are  supposedly  illegal? 

What  Is  legal,  what  is  not?  The  Treasury  Department  will  perhaps  re- 
main content  with  poor  interpretations  of  obsolescent  laws,  and  hit-or-miss 
enforcement  of  a confused  situation.  If  anything  is  to  be  done,  it  is  up 
to  the  collectors  to  do  it.  The  collector  cannot  accomplish  anything  alone  — 
the  air  can  only  be  cleared  by  collective  action  — action  through  channels. 
Our  spokesman  should  and  must  be  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
speaking  for  its  members  individually  and  from  concerted  club  action. 
THE  ANA  HAS  TO.  AFTER  YEARS  OF  DO  NOTHING,  ONCE  AND  FOR  ALL, 
ESTABLISH  A COMMITTEE  OF  INFORMED  MEMBERS,  WITH  NECESSARY  LEGAL 
ADVICE,  TO  PUT  TOGETHER  CONCRETE  AND  SPECIFIC  PROPOSALS  CONCERNING 
WHAT  CAN  OR  CANNOT  BE  LEGALLY  COLLECTED  AND  HELD. 

If  you  feel  about  this  matter  as  we  do,  write  to  ANA  President  Dodson 
today.  Get  after  your  friends,  talk  about  the  situotion  at  your  club.  It  Is 
your  responsibility,  as  individual  hobbyists,  to  prod  the  national  assa- 
ciation  of  collectors,  the  ANA,  to  take  the  initiative.  It  is  about  time  that 
collectors  knew  what  numismatic  items  were  compatible  with  the  law,  and 
why  the  laws  can't  be  clearly  defined  so  as  to  protect  their  interests.

Desirable  specimen  of  this 
popular  first  year.

Third  sale,  and  lots  1182-3  following.  A little  nicer  than  the  Stack-Straus  coin  (1959 

N.  Y.  Metropolitan  Convention  sale)  at  $120.00. 

2 1850  "O”.  Open  5.  Extremely  Fine. 

Mintage  141,000.  Compared  to  the  Carson  City  coins,  all  these  New  Orleans  dales 
are  grossly  undervalued.  This  minimark  not  in  Baldenhofer,  among  many  other  col- 
lections. Neumoyer’s  (1960  N.  Y.  Metropolitan  Convention  sale)  slept  at  $75.;  no  other 
records  recent  enough  to  mean  anything. 

3 1851.  Extremely  Fine,  much  mint  frost;  unusually  clean.  Rarely  seen  so. 

4 1852.  Thin  date.  Better  than  last  but  with  signs  of  obverse  cleaning. 

Also  comes  with  heavy  numerals,  and  with  date  double  cut.  (Cf.  lot  1189,  fol- 
lowing.) 

5 1853.  Normal  date.  Much  better  than  Ex.  Fine,  reverse  very  close  indeed  to  Unc.; 

brilliant,  and  with  far  fewer  bag  marks  than  usual  on  double  eagles  of  this 
period.  Much  rarer  than  the  mintage  suggests. 

The  last  one  we  auctioned,  from  other  dies,  brought  $130.00.  That  one  had  the 
base  of  another  digit  between  5T  (Cf.  lot  1190,  following.)  One  other  is  known  show- 
ing a 2 under  the  3.  We  have  never  seen  a strictly  mint  exampie  of  this  date. 

6 1854.  Small  recut  date.  Same  grade  and  quality  as  last.  From  a distance  this 

would  easily  pass  as  Mint  State.  Decidedly  uncommon  so.  The  recut  date  is 
rare  but  unappreciated. 

Die  of  Melish  878,  which  was  only  Fine.  Date  punches  as  on  cents  and  halves. 

7 1854.  Large  date.  Very  Fine  or  better,  lustrous;  quite  clean.  Extremely  rare,  less 

than  half-a-dozen  known  or  reported  to  us.  Plate 

The  only  others  we  ever  had  brought  $82.50  apiece.  About  VF  and  VF  plus,  in  our 
Forty-Eighth  and  Forty-Ninth  sales,  when  early  gold  was  not  as  popular.  (Cf.  lot  1192, 
following.)  Date  punches  as  on  silver  dollars. 

The  Extremely  Rare  18  54  "O"  Double  Eagle 

8 1854  “O”.  Small  date  as  always.  Practically  full  original  sharpness,  considerable 

prooflike  surface,  but  extensively  though  not  seriously  bag  marked.  Reverse 
field  mark  where  something  was  left  in  die.  Of  extreme  rarity,  less  than  eight 
specimens  in  all  being  known  or  reported  to  us;  this  is  either  the  finest  or 
equal  to  the  finest.  Potentially  a four  figure  coin!  Plate 

Mintage  only  3,250,  which  is  lower  than  1870  "CC"  and  one  of  the  three  lowest 
from  branch  mints.  Back  in  the  1920’s  when  Waldo  Newcomer  obtained  his,  only  one 
other  specimen  was  known— Atwater’s,  which  may  be  the  present  coin  (the  descrip- 
tions match  pretty  closely).  It  would  be  worse  than  useless  to  quote  the  few  ancient 
records  of  sale. 

9 1855.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  frosty  and  comparatively  clean.  The  only  mint 

state  one  we  have  ever  seen  or  heard  of;  no  auction  records  in  this  grade. 

Mintage  364,666.  None  in  Baldenhofer  in  any  grade,  despite  the  unusual  com- 
pleteness of  that  collection.  Most  others  encountered  have  been  VF. 


The  Excessively  Rare  18  5 6 Double  Eagle

quality  to  the  1804;  clean  and  frosty,  but  not  quite  so  sharply  struck.  Nice. 
Finer  than  those  in  our  last  few  offerings.

our  1958  Landau  sale  brought  $75.00. 

124  1838.  C-1.  Small,  compact  5;  broad  leaves.  Fleavy  claws,  large  arrowheads, 

TES  close.  Die  of  lot  396,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale.  Very  Fine  plus. 

125  1838.  C-2.  Large,  open  5;  slender  leaves.  Thin  claws,  small  short  arrowheads, 

TES  very  wide.  Die  of  lot  753,  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale.  Ex.  Fine,  lustrous;  a 
bit  granular,  but  without  serious  bag  marks.  Very  rare.

Mintage  15,833.  Really  rare,  but  another  of  those  “forgotten  coins." 
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145  1847  "D”.  EF,  bright,  lightly  bag  marked;  would  be  exceptionally  nice,  except 

that  some  idiot  has  cleaned  it  with  an  eraser.  The  VF  Stack-Straus  coin 
brought  $47.00. 

Die  description:  Small  line  left  of  base  of  4.  Rev.  Crack  through  F,  tops  of  IVE  D 
through  dot  and  just  missing  top  of  final  A,  to  edge. 

146  1848.  Ex.  Fine,  much  original  brilliance;  very  lightly  bag  marked.

adjacent  wing  tip.  That  in  our  last  sale,  also  VF,  went  to  a dealer  at  $55.  after 
vigorous  floor  bidding. 

Mintage  10,000,  making  this  second  only  to  the  unobtainable  1841  “O". 

166  1857  “D”.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Under  a glass  this  coin  shows  faint  traces  of 

cleaning  but  no  trace  of  wear  or  mishandlement.  An  exceptionally  sharp 
strike!  With  two  or  three  marks  where  another  coin  dropped  on  it,  apparently 
in  a Mint  hopper,  but  still  the  best  one  we’ve  seen.

170  1858  "S”.  Very  Fine  or  better;  sharp,  fairly  clean  though  not  too  bright.  Infre- 

quently seen!

171  1859.  Exactly  as  last.  Rarer,  as  only  16,814  were  made. 

172  1859  "C”.  Badly  rusted  reverse  die.  Ex.  Fine  or  better  for  the  coin;  much  original 

mint  frost,  a few  bag  marks.  Unusual  in  appearance,  and  far  above  average. 

Mintage  31,847.  Cf.  Melish  2102,  but  apparently  from  different  dies.  Possibly  struck 
in  1860  or  1861?

174  1860.  Very  Fine  or  better,  much  like  the  1858  and  59  above,  and  likewise  infre- 

quently offered. 

Mintage  19,825. 

175  1860  "C”.  Reverse  identical  to  lot  172;  in  about  the  same  state.  Better  than 

VF  for  coin;  some  lustre,  some  light  bag  marks.  Nicer  than  that  in  our  Forty- 
Ninth  sale. 

Mintage  14,813. 

176  1860  “D”.  Another  hard-to-grade  coin;  Unevenly  struck,  with  bright  and  lustrous 

surfaces  suggesting  Extremely  Fine,  the  date,  stars  and  legend  suggesting  VF 
or  EF,  the  centers  very  weak.  Much  like  the  1855  "D"  described  above. 
Mintage  14,635.  The  Stack  sold  Reuter  example,  VF,  brought  $75.00.

Mintage  4,220,  which  may  possibly  mean  4,200  business  strikes  and  20  proofs.  This 
specimen  considerably  better  than  Baldenhofer’s. 

180  1865.  Close  to  Extremely  Fine  but  nicked  up;  nevertheless  retains  much  proof- 

like surface,  square  border  and  wire  edge.  Undoubtedly  a former  proof. 
Extremely  rare,  not  in  any  recent  auctions  known  to  us.  Plate 
Mintage  1,270  plus  25  proofs.  Only  one  pair  of  dies  made  for  the  year. 


181  1867.  Ex.  Fine  plus,  a great  deal  of  prooflike  surface,  partly  square  border  and 

wire  edge;  but  this  we  believe  started  out  as  one  of  those  extremely  decep- 
tive early  strikes.  Unusually  clean.  None  in  Baldenhofer;  Melish’s  was  only 
VF,  as  was  that  in  our  Fiftieth  sale  (which  exceeded  its  estimate). 

Mintage  6,870.  The  specimen  in  onr  Fifty-Fourth  sale,  not  quite  fully  VF,  went 
very  reasonably  at  $67.50. 

182  1868.  Very  Fine  plus,  traces  of  prooflike  surface;  bag  marked,  and  with  a small

184  1871.  Extremely  Fine,  very  similar  in  general  appearance  and  quality  to  the  1867 

though  not  quite  its  equal.  Still  rarer  than  preceding;  grossly  undervalued. 
Mintage  3,200.  No  recent  records. 

185  1871  "S”.  Very  Fine  and  bold,  but  unevenly  struck,  especially  on  reverse.  Notice- 

ably but  not  seriously  bag  marked.  One  of  the  best  available;  for  evidence 
see  lot  448,  our  Forty-Ninth  sale. 

Mintage  25,000. 

186  1871  “CC”.  In  sharpness  Fine  or  better,  but  with  surfaces  irresistibly  suggest- 

ing VF.  A mintmark  very  difficult  to  locate! 

Mintage  20,770.  Melish's  was  about  equal  to  that  here  offered.  Out-of-date  record 
of  $52.  for  a slightly  sharper  one  in  the  Stack-Straus  offering. 

187  1872.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine;  lovely  first-strike  surface,  and  with  relatively 

few  signs  of  handling.  The  world’s  record  for  this  date  is  the  $300.  we  ob- 
tained for  the  uncirculated  one  in  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale;  second  place  is 
Reuter’s,  Ex.  Fine  at  $165.00.  Plate 

Mintage  a low,  low  1,660.  See  our  Fifty-Fourth  catalogue  for  why  this  date  hds 
soared. 

188  1872  “CC”.  Very  Fine,  unevenly  struck  — weak  in  centers;  exceptionally  clean, 

and  for  the  grade  choice.  One  of  the  scarcer  Carsons. 

Mintage  16,980. 

189  1875  “CC”.  Recut  FIVE  D.  Fine  obverse,  VF  reverse,  similar  to  the  two  preced- 

ing Carsons.  Like  those,  quite  clean,  and  almost  never  seen  better.  The 
impression  grows  on  us  that  we  are  undergrading  these  because  of  the 
uncertainty  where  weak  striking  leaves  off  and  wear  begins. 

Mintage  11,828,  making  this  one  of  the  six  rarest  Carsons.  The  not  quite  VF  ex- 
ample from  the  same  dies  in  our  Fifty-Fourth  sale  brought  $72.50,  and  went  to  a 
dealer.  Peake’s  and  that  in  our  Fiftieth  sale  were  no  better. 

190  1876  “CC”.  Rust  pit  on  neck.  Seemingly  F/VF,  but  with  much  original  surface; 

Were  we  to  judge  by  surface  alone,  we  would  have  to  grade 
this  piece  above  Extremely  Fine;  the  lower  grade  is  for  the  same  reason  as  in 
the  preceding  lot.  the  rarest  carson  city  half  eagle.

191  1877.  A splendid  prooflike  early  strike,  which  shows  just  barely  enough  evidence
